An Act, that no Ship or other V essel of any Foreign Country shall 
10 go to Fishing in the Irish Countries, and for Custom be paid of the 
Vessel that cometh from Foreign Lands to Fishing;” and also an- 
other Act was passed in the Parliament of Ireland in the tenth year 10 c „. i 
of the reign of King Chaiu.es the First, intituled, “ An Act for the °- 
better Preservation of Fishing in the Counties of Dublin, Wicklow 
15 Wexford, Waterford, Cork, Kerry, Clare, Galway, Mayo, Sligo, and 
all other Counties and Places within the Realm of Ireland, and the 
Dominions thereof adjoining to the Sea Coast, and for the Relief of 
Balkors, Cordors and Fishermen against malicious Suits and also 
another Act was passed in the Parliament of Ireland in the thirty- 31G.2.C.13.

Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, THAT the said recited Acts of the fifth 30 
Edward the Fourth, the tenth of Charles the First, the twenty- 
first and twenty-second of George the Third, the thirty-sixth of 
George the Third, the tenth of George the Fourth; and also so 
much of said Act of the thirty-first George the Second as enacts, 
“That no person orpersons whatsoever shall in the daytime (that is to 35 
say) from sunrise to sunset, fish for or kill any Herrings in any har- 
bour or any coast in Ireland, by casting of any net or nets for that 
purpose, under the penalties therein mentioned;” and also so much 
of said Act of the fifteenth and sixteenth years of the reign of George 
the Third as enacts, “ That if any person or persons shall, from and 40 
after the Twenty-fifth day of March in the year of our Lord One 
thousand seven hundred and Seventy- six, take or destroy any fish what- 
soever in the road of Lambay, between the east point of the Hill of 
Howth, and the east point of the Island called Lamb Bay, by trawling ; 
such person or persons shall, on due proof made before any one or 

more 
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more Justice or Justices of the Peace of the county, or the county, of 
the city of Dublin, forfeit and pay the sum of Ten Pounds, together 
with the boat or vessel which shall be employed in such trawl fishing, 
with all her tackle, sails and rigging thereunto belonging, together 
5 with such fishing trawls and gear made use of in such trawling ; 
the said sum of Ten Pounds to be levied by distress and sale of the 
goods of the person or persons so offending ; one moiety thereof to 
the use of the Marine Society, and the other moiety to the use of 
such person or persons as shall inform and prosecute to. conviction the 
l o person or persons who shall be found guilty of trawling as aforesaid,” 
shall be and be deemed to be hereby repealed from and after such 
time as the Commissioners appointed under this Act, or any Two or 
more of them, shall, by an order or orders to be published in the 
Dublin Gazette, ordain and declare ; and that the said recited Acts 
15 of the fifth and seventh of Georoe the Fourth, but so far only as 
they relate to Ireland, shall be and shall be deemed to be hereby 
repealed from such time as aforesaid. 

AND whereas doubts may exist whether an Act made in the Par- 
liament of Ireland in the twenty-fifth year of the reign of King 
20 George the Third, intituled, “ An Act for the further Improvement 
and Extension of the Fisheries on the Coasts of this Kingdom;” and 
also an Act made in the Parliament of Ireland in the twenty-sixth 
year of the reign of his said Majesty, to explain and amend the said 
recited Act of the twenty-fifth year aforesaid ; and also an Act 
25 passed in the Parliament of Ireland in the twenty-seventh year of 
the reign of his said Majesty, to amend the said recited Act of the 
twenty-fifth year aforesaid ; and also an Act passed in the Parlia- 
ment of Ireland in the twenty-eighth year of the reign of his said 
Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to explain and amend the Laws relative 
30 to the Fisheries on the Coasts of the Kingdom,” (and which several 
Acts have from time to time been continued by other Acts until the 
Twenty-ninth of September One thousand eight hundred and Nine- 
teen); and also whether an Act passed in the fifty-ninth year of 
the reign of his said Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the further 
35 Encouragement and Improvement of the Irish Fisheries,” or any of 
the provisions of the said several Acts respectively, are now in force ; 
BE it therefore Enacted, That the said several last-recited Acts shall 
be and shall be deemed to be repealed from such time as the said 
Commissioners shall by notice as aforesaid ordain and declare : Pro- 
40 vided, however, That the several Acts repealed by any of the said 
Acts hereinbefore recited shall not be revived : And provided also, That 
any action or prosecution now pending, grounded on said Acts, or 
any of the said Acts hereby repealed, or declared to be repealed, 
shall not be in anywise affected by this Act, but the same shall pro- 
ceed as if this Act had not passed.

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AND whereas by an Act passed in the first and second years of 
the reign of his late Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the Extension 
and Promotion of Public Works in Ireland/’ it was amongst other things 
enacted, that all right, title and interest in the Irish Fisheries, with all 
power and authorities transferred and vested by an Act therein recited 5 
of the first year of the reign of his said late Majesty to and in the 
Directors of Inland Navigation, or any such additional Directors, 
should be vested in and transferred to the said Commissioners for the 
execution of said Acts of the first and second years of his late 
Majesty; and the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Go- 10 
vernors of Ireland, was and were thereby authorized and directed to 
pay or cause to be paid all the sum or sums of money directed by said 
Act of the first year of the reign of his said late Majesty, or any 
other Act or Acts for the completion of piers, and any and every pur- 
pose mentioned in any of the Acts therein recited to the Commis- 15 
sioners for the execution of the said Act of the first and second years 
of his said late Majesty, instead of to the Directors of Inland Navi- 
gation ; and that such Commissioners for the execution of the said 
last-mentioned Act should, for the purposes of the said Act of the 
first year of the reign of his said late Majesty be and be deemed to 20 
be in the place of the said Directors of Inland Navigation : And 
whereas it is expedient that said provisions should be extended, and 
that the entire government, management and superintendence of the 
Sea Coast Fisheries of Ireland should be vested in and placed under 
the control of Commissioners to be appointed for that purpose in 25 
manner hereinafter mentioned ; BE it therefore Enacted, That from 
and after the passing of this Act, it shall and may be lawful for the 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for 
the time being, under his or their hand or hands, to nominate any fit 
persons, not exceeding in number, to be Commissioners 30 

for the government, management and superintendence of the Sea 
Coast Fisheries of Ireland under this Act; and the said persons so to 
be nominated shall and they are hereby appointed Commissioners for 
the execution of this Act, and shall be called “The Commissioners of 
the Irish Fisheries Provided always, That it shall be lawful for the 35 
Lord Lie.utenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for 
the time being to revoke the appointment of any such person or persons 
so to be appointed, and in lieu thereof from time to time to appoint 
such other person or persons to be a Commissioner or Commissioners, 
not exceeding the number hereinbefore mentioned, as such Lord Lieu- 40 
tenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time 
being shall think fit. 

And be it Enacted, That all the powers and authorities, rights, 
title and interest in and .by the said Act of the first and second 
years of the reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, 

given 
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given and transferred to the Commissioners of the said last-mentioned 
Act, in respect to the Irish Fisheries (but so far and only as the same 
relate to the said Fisheries), shall and the same are hereby transferred 
to and vested in the Commissioners to be appointed under this Act ; 

5 and that in addition to the powers and authorities by said Act 
given, the Commissioners to be appointed under this Act, or any Two 
or more of them, shall have full power and authority from time to 
time to make and ordain such bye-laws, rules, orders and regula- 
tions not being contrary to the provisions of this Act, nor to any 
10 law or statute in force in Ireland at the time of or subsequent to 
the passing of this Act , and from time to time to repeal, rescind 
or vary the same and substitute others in lieu thereof, and to im- 
pose and prescribe any conditions and restrictions, either general 
or local and particular, for the government, management, regulation, 
15 protection and improvement of the said Sea Coast Fisheries, and 
the Fisheries in all places where the tide ebbs and flows, and the 
preservation of peace among the persons engaged therein, whether 
said rules, orders, regulations and bye-laws shall relate to the con- 
duct and direction of the persons engaged in said Fisheries, and 
20 of all persons in charge or management of any boats or craft em- 
ployed therein, or to the times or seasons at which the boats used 
for the same shall commence fishing and discontinue the same, 
or the times and places, or the manner at and in which any tram- 
mel or other net or nets, engine or engines to be employed in said 
25 Fisheries shall be used, or to the prohibition thereof, or of any 
practice whatsoever that may seem to them, the said Commissioners, 
as tending to impede the take of fish, or be in any manner detri- 
mental to said Fisheries, or whether said rules, orders, regulations 
and bye-laws shall in any other manner relate to the government and 
30 protection of said Fisheries. 

And be it Enacted, That copies of such rules, orders, regulations 
and bye-laws so to be made as aforesaid, applying either generally 
to all coasts and places, or locally to any particular coast, bay, har- 
bour or creek, or other place where the tide ebbs and flows in 
35 Ireland, and signed by the Secretary of such Commissioners for the 
time being, shall from time to time be transmitted to the Coast 
Guard Officer, or to some other person whom the said Commissioners 
-shall appoint for that purpose, at the different coasts, bays, harbours, 
creeks or places to which said rules, orders, regulations and bye- 
40 laws shall either generally or specially relate ; and that such officer, 
or such other person as said Commissioners shall appoint for that 
purpose, shall publish such rules, orders, regulations .and bye-laws 
by posting and distributing copies of the same in such manner as 
such Commissioners shall direct.

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And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for said Com- 
missioners so to be appointed under this Act as aforesaid, or any Two 
or more of them as aforesaid, and they are hereby authorized to affix and 
specify in the said bye-laws, rules and regulations so to be made and 
signified as aforesaid, such penalties and punishments, fine, forfeiture 5 
and imprisonment to be inflicted on any person or persons, or the goods 
of any person or persons offending against the same as to them the said 
Commissioners shall seem expedient, soas such fine shall not exceed Five 
Pounds, and the term of such imprisonment Two Months, said penalty or 
punishment to be recovered or enforced in the manner hereinafter men- [0 
tioned : Provided always, That such bye-laws, rules, orders and 
regulations, and the penalties, punishment or forfeiture so to be 
affixed or specified for the breach of the same, shall be from time to 
time approved of by Her Majesty’s Attorney or Solicitor-general for 
Ireland for the time being.

And be it Enacted, That if any person or persons shall consider 
himself or themselves aggrieved by any such bye-laws, rules, orders 
and regulations, it shall and may be lawful for such person or persons 
to appeal to the Lord Lieutenant and Council, who shall thereupon 
have power either to set aside the said bye-law, rule, order or regula- 20 
t.on, or to modify or alter the same as to his Excellency and Council 
may seem right : Provided, however. That such appeal shall not 
affect the right of the said Commissioners, or their officers, servants 
or other persons authorized, to act on such bye-law, rule, order or 
regulation pending said appeal. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for every 
Officer of the Customs or Coast Guard, under the directions and 
regulations of the said Commissioners so to be appointed under this 
Act as aforesaid, to atd and assist the said Commissioners in the 
execution of the powers given by this Act. , 0

And be it Enacted, That if any person or persons shall resist or P^ons ^ 

obstruct any such Inspector or Inspectors, or any person or persons Inspector to 

acting under him or them, in the execution of any of the powers to 
him or them given by this Act, or by any rule, order or bye-law to 
15 be made in pursuance of this Act as aforesaid, every person so 
offending shall, upon being convicted thereof, forfeit and pay such 
sum, not exceeding the sum of Twenty Pounds, as the said Commis- 
sioners to be appointed under this Act, by any bye-law, rule, order 
or regulation to be made and signified as aforesaid, shall appoint or 
20 direct: Provided, however, That such Inspector or Inspectors shall be 
removable at the will and pleasure of said Commissioners.

And be it Enacted, That said Commissioners to be appointed under Commission- 
this Act shall, Once in every year, make a full and accurate report au annual 
of the proceedings for the year preceding, and of all sums expended parliament. 
25 by them in or about said Fisheries during said year, and shall cause 
to be laid before each House of Parliament in each Session of Par- 
liament a copy of said report signed by said Commissioners.

And be it Enacted, by the authority aforesaid, That the jurisdic- Jurisdiction 
tion of each and every Justice or Justices of the Peace of every place extended. 
30 within or belonging to any of the counties following, (that is to say) 

Dublin, Louth, Down, Antrim, Londonderry, Donegal, Fermanagh, 

Leitrim, Sligo, Mayo, Galway, Clare, Limerick, Kerry, Cork, Water- 
ford, Wexford and Wicklow, and all other maritime counties, or 
counties of cities or towns in Ireland, shall be and the same is hereby 
35 extended to all and every offences or offence committed by fishermen 
and others engaged in fishing while at sea, as fully and effectually 
to all intents and purposes as if said offences or offence had been com- 
mitted upon land within his or their present jurisdiction or jurisdic- 
tions respectively ; and that it shall and may be lawful for said Justice 
40 or Justices to issue his or their warrant for the arrest or apprehension 
of any of said fishermen or others so offending as aforesaid, whether 
he or they shall happen to be upon land within any part of the King- 
dom, or in any boat or vessel at sea, and employ any person or per- 
302. a 4 sons. 
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sons, or any of the ways and means for causing- such apprehension or 
arrest to be made as such Justice or Justices are now authorized and 
empowered to do, in case said offence had been committed upon land 
within his or their respective jurisdiction or jurisdictions; and that 
said Justice or Justices shall have the like powers or remedies for the 5 
apprehension, committal or punishment of fishermen and other persons 
so offending at sea as aforesaid, either against this Act, or any of the 
bye-laws, rules and regulations to be made in pursuance thereof or 
in any other manner; and also that said Justice or Justices shall have, 
the like power and remedies for the seizure at sea of the boats or 10 
other goods and chattels of said fishermen, or other persons so offend- 
ing as aforesaid, as he or they possess by any law or statute now in 
force, or shall under this Act possess, in case said offence or offences 
had been committed upon land, or said goods and chattels had been 
upon land within his or their respective jurisdiction or jurisdictions. 15 



And be it Enacted, That all and every the officers and men of the 
Coast Guard stations in Ireland for the time being shall have full 
power and authority to take and apprehend, cither upon sea or upon 
land, any person or persons, or the boat or boats of any person or 
persons, whom he or they shall find to be offending against this Act, 20 
or any of the rules, orders, regulations or bye-laws so to be from time 
to time made by said Commissioners to be appointed under this Act 
and signified as aforesaid with respect to said Fisheries ; and also any 
person or persons, whom he or they shall find to assault, or unduly 
interfere with said fishermen, or with the lawful nets, engines and zr 
modes of fishing of such fishermen while at sea ; and to bring such 
offender or offenders before any of the Magistrates of thesaid counties 
or places hereinbefore mentioned; and said officers and men of the 
Coast Guard stat.ons shall be and they are hereby authorized and 
empowered to execute all warrants of such Magistrates aforesaid, for 30 
the apprehension or arrest, whether at sea or upon land, of any person 
or persons, or seizing the boat of any person or persons offending 
against this Act, or any of the rules, orders, regulations or bve-laws

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, upon the requisition of said cin- 

missioners,

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missioners, if their Lordships shall so think fit, to appoint a Commis- 
sioned Officer in Her Majesty’s Navy to attend in one of Her Majesty’s 
vessels, or that it shall and may he lawful, upon the requisition of the 
said Commissioners, for the Comptroller of the Coast Guard in Ireland 
5 to direct any officer of the Coast Guard stationed in Ireland, with 
such number of men under his command as he may think it expedient 
to take with him, to attend in any boat or vessel, at such places, times 
and seasons as the said Commissioners may require ; and that such 
Commissioned Officer or Officers of the Navy or Coast Guard, with any 
10 of the men under his or their command, may enter on board any of 
said fishing vessels, or others engaged in fishing, and shall have full 
power and authority to direct that said Fisheries be carried on ac- 
cording to the rules and regulations so to be made by said Commis- 
sioners as aforesaid, and also to give such directions as may be neces- 
1 5 sary for the purpose of preserving good order among the persons 
employed therein, and the peace in general, and protecting such per- 
sons and their vessels against any attack or assault ; and that such 
Commissioned Officer or Officers of the Coast Guard stations may 
employ and use such force as may be necessary for effectuating any 
20 of the said objects, and bringing the parties to justice. 

AND whereas it is expedient that the power of the Commissioners 
for the extension and promotion of Public Works in Ireland in respect 
to grants under the said Act of the first and second years of the reign 
of his late Majesty William the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act for 
25 the Extension and Promotion of Public Works in Ireland;” and a 
further Act of the sixth and seventh years of William the Fourth, in- 
tituled, “ An Act to amend an Act passed in the first and second 
years of the reign of his present Majesty, for the Extension and Pro- 
motion of Public Works in Ireland,” should be extended, and that the 
30 Commissioners for the execution of said Acts should be empowered to 
receive applications, and make grants not only for the several pur- 
poses in said Acts mentioned, but also in aid of boat-slips, capstans, 
moorings and small harbour lights, useful or necessary for the pur- 
poses of Fishery, upon the payment or security of a moiety of the 
33 estimated expense thereof, and without being obliged to require that 
the applicant for the harbours, piers and quays in said Acts men- 
tioned, and said boat-slips, capstans, moorings and small harbour 
lights in this Act mentioned, should provide or satisfy them of the 
existence of funds for the future maintenance and repairs thereof, 
40 and that it should be competent for said Commissioners for the exten- 
sion and promotion of Public Works in Ireland to receive, in lieu and 
satisfaction of money contribution, an equivalent value in materials 
or works to be executed conformably to a plan to bo approved of by 
them : And whereas before the passing of the said Act of the first 
and second years of the reign of his late Majesty, several harbours,

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piers and quays have been erected on the sea coast of Ireland either 
wholly or in part with public money, and it is expedient that the 
same should be declared public property, and should be vested in the 
said Commissioners for the extension and promotion of Public Works • 
BE it therefore Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 5 
said Commissioners for the extension and promotion of Public Works 
in Ireland to receive applications, and make grants in aid of the con- 
struction and erection of small harbours, piers and quays on the 
sea coast of Ireland that may be useful or necessary for the purposes of 
Fishery to any amount not exceeding the sum of Two thousand Pounds 10 
for any one of such harbours, piers or quays, and also in aid of the 
construction, erection and providing of boat-slips, capstans, moorings 
and small harbour lights useful or necessary for said Fisheries, upon 
one moiety of the estimated expense thereof being either paid or 
secured, to the satisfaction of the said Commissioners, or afterwards 15 
raised by public assessment in the manner hereinafter mentioned 
(and, on the same terms, and subject to the like conditions and regu- 
lations in all respects), except as hereinbefore or hereinafter men- 
tioned, as in said last-recited Acts, or either of them, is provided in 
respect of grants to be made for any of the purposes in said Acts 20 
mentioned. 
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And be it Enacted, That the benefit of all provisions in respect of 
loans and advances made or to be made by said Commissioners, under 
said Act of the first and second years of his late Majesty, or said Act 
passed in the sixth and seventh years of the reign of his said late 25 
Majesty, as are contained in said last-recited Acts, or either of them, 
shall be extended to grants to be made for such harbours, piers, quays, 
boat-slips, capstans, moorings and harbour lights under this Act, as 
fully and effectually as if the same were herein repeated and enacted : 
Provided however, That the said Commissioners for the extension and 30 
promotion of Public Works may make grants for said harbours, piers, 
quays, boat-slips, capstans, moorings or harbour lights, without being 
obliged to require that the applicant for same shall provide or satisfy 
them of the existence of funds for the future maintenance and repairs

one or more Justice or Justices of the Peace of any of the maritime 
counties or places hereinbefore mentioned or referred to; and that 
the said Justice or Justices shall summon the party or parties accused, 
and examine into the matter thereof, and that if upon confession of 30 
the party or parties accused, or on the oath of any one or more cre- 
dible witness or witnesses (which oath the said Commissioners, 
Justice or Justices, is and are hereby respectively empowered and 
required to administer), the party or parties accused shall have been 
convicted of having committed such offence or offences, then and in 35 
every such case, the said Commissioner or Commissioners, Justice or 
Justices, shall and may award to the offender or offenders such punish- 
ment, either of imprisonment, fine or forfeiture, as by this Act, or by 
any of the bye-laws, rules, orders and regulations to be made in pur- 
suance thereof, such offender or offenders is or are made subject and 40 
liable to ; and in case the punishment specified by this Act, or by any 
such bye-laws, rules, orders and regulations to be made in pursuance 
thereof, for any offence of which such offender shall be so convicted 
as aforesaid shall be imprisonment, that then it shall and may be 
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lawful for such Justice or Justices., and lie or they are hereby autho- 
rized and empowered to commit such offender to the common gaol or 
house of correction of the county, there to remain, without bail or 
mainprize, for such period as by this Act, or such bye-laws, rules, 

5 orders or regulations shall be specified or assigned for such offence 
whereof such offender shall be convicted as aforesaid ; or in case the 
punishment by this Act, or by any of the said bye-laws, rules, orders 
and regulations specified or assigned for any offence whereof such 
offender or offenders shall be so convicted, shall be a fine'or fines, 
10 that then the amount thereof, together with the costs of conviction 
shall be ascertained by such Commissioner or Commissioners, Justice 
or Justices, and shall be forthwith paid by the party or parties so con- 
victed as aforesaid ; and in case of non-payment thereof, then the 
same shall and may, by warrant under the hand and seal or hands 
15 and seals of such Commissioner or Commissioners, Justice or Justices 
(which they and he are and is hereby empowered and authorized to 
grant), be levied and recovered, together with the costs of conviction 
and recovery to be ascertained as aforesaid, by distress and sale of 
the goods and chattels and effects of such offender or offenders where- 
20 soever such goods, chattels and effects can be found, and that the 
surplus (if any) of the money arising by such distress and sale, after 
deducting such fine or fines, together with the costs of conviction, 
and the reasonable expenses attendant upon such distress and sale, 
shall be rendered to the owner or owners of the goods, chattels 
25 and effects so distrained ; and that it shall and may be lawful to 
and for such Commissioner or Commissioners, Justice or Justices, 
to order the offender or offenders so convicted to be detained in 
safe custody, until return can be conveniently made to such war- 
rant or warrants of distress, unless the said offender or offenders 
30 shall give sufficient security to the satisfaction of such Commissioner 
or Commissioners, Justice or Justices, for his or their appearance 
before the said Commissioner or Commissioners, Justice or Justices, 
on such day as shall be appointed for the return of such warrant or 
warrants of distress, such day not being at a greater distance than 
35 Seven Days from the time of taking any such security, and which 
security the said Commissioner or Commissioners, Justice or Justices, 
are and is hereby empowered to take by way of recognizance or 
otherwise ; and that if upon the return of such warrant it shall appear 
that no sufficient distress can be found, or in case the said fine or 
40 fines and such costs as aforesaid shall not be forthwith paid, or in 
case it shall appear to such Commissioner or Commissioners, Justice 
or Justices, either by the confession of the offender or offenders or 
otherwise, that such offender or offenders hath or have not sufficient 
goods, chattels and effects whereon such fine or fines and costs may 
be levied, it shall and may be lawful t.o and for the said Commis- 
sioner or Commissioners, Justice or Justices, and they and he are and 
302. d 2 is 
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is hereby authorized and empowered, by warrant under their or his 
hand and seal, to commit such offender or offenders to the common 
gaol or house of correction of the county, there to remain without 
bail or mainprize for any time not exceeding Two calendar Months, 
unless such fine or fines, together with all such costs and expenses 5 
as aforesaid, shall be sooner paid and satisfied : Provided always, 
That nothing herein contained shall restrain the Justices of any other 
county than those hereinbefore mentioned and referred to, from acting 
in cases of offences against this Act where the offender or offenders 
come within their respective jurisdictions- i 0

Penalty on And be it Enacted, That if any person who shall be summoned as 
notattrading a witness to give evidence in any of the said cases before such Com- 
^veeridefce. missioner or Commissioners, Justice or Justices, before whom any 
such offender as aforesaid shall be tried, and shall without reasonable 
excuse to be allowed by such Commissioner or Commissioners, Justice 15 
or Justices, refuse or neglect to appear at the time and place to be 
for that purpose appointed, a reasonable sum having been paid or 
tendered to such person for his charges, or if upon appearing he shall 
refuse to be examined upon oath, or, in case of a Quaker or Moravian, 
upon solemn affirmation, or to give evidence before such Commis- 2 o 
sioner or Commissioners, Justice or Justices, and shall not make 
reasonable excuse for such refusal to be allowed by such Justice or 
Justices, then and in any of the cases such persons shall forfeit and 
pay for every such offence any sum not exceeding the sum of Five 
Pounds, to be recovered in such manner as the said Commissioner or 25 
Commissioners, Justice or Justices shall direct. 

And be it Enacted, That upon any trial or other proceeding for 
recovery of any penalty, fine or forfeiture under this Act, any Informer 
or other person who in the event of a conviction would be entitled 
by law, or any promise or agreement, to the penalty to be recovered 30 
thereon, or to any part, share or proportion thereof, or to any fee, 
profit, reward or emolument whatsoever, or who may expect the same 
respectively, shall nevertheless be received and admitted as a witness 
on such trial or other proceeding, and that such testimony shall, if 
believed, be sufficient thereon to all intents and purposes as far as the « 
same testimony could be if given by an indifferent person. 

AND whereas it is expedient there should exist accurate means of 
ascertaining the state of the respective Fishery establishments on the 
coast of Ireland ; BE it therefore Enacted, That at each Coast Guard 
station on the coast of Ireland there shall be kept a book, furnished 40 
for the purpose by the Commissioners to be appointed for the execution 
of tins Act, in which shall be entered an accurate registry of the 
vessels or boats of every description engaged in the Fisheries within 
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the district of such Coast Guard station, together with the names of 
the different persons owners of boats, and the number of men employed

And be it Enacted, That for the general purposes of this Act, it 
shall and may be lawful for the said Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
1 5 Treasury to pay to the Commissioners to be appointed under this Act 
for all expenses attending the administration thereof, provided the whole 
amount shall not in any One Year exceed the sum of 

And be it Enacted, That no action or suit shall be commenced 
’ against any person or persons for any thing done by virtue of or in 
20 pursuance of this Act, until Twenty-one Days’ notice thereof in writino- 
shall have been given to the Secretary of the said Commissioners for 
the time being, nor after a sufficient satisfaction or a tender thereof had 
been made to the party or parties aggrieved, nor after Six Months next 
after the fact committed, and such action shall be brought in the Court 
25 of Exchequer in Ireland, and shall be laid in the city of Dublin and 
not elsewhere, and the defendant or defendants in such action or suit 
shall and may plead the general issue, and give this Act and the 
special matter in evidence at any trial to be had thereupon, and that 
the same was done in pursuance and by the authority of this Act ; 
30 and if the same shall appear to be so done, or if such action or 
suit shall be brought after the time hereinbefore limited for bringing 
the same, or shall be brought without Twenty-one Days’ notice thereof, 
or shall be brought in any other county or place, or after a sufficient 
satisfaction made or tendered as aforesaid, that then the jury shall find 
35 for the defendant or defendants, or if the plaintiff or plaintiffs shall 
become nonsuited, or suffer a discontinuance of his, her or their action 
or actions, or if a verdict shall pass against the plaintiff or plaintiffs, 
the defendant or defendants shall have Treble costs, and shall have 
such remedy for recovering the same as any defendant or defendants

And be it Enacted, That no evidence of any injury shall be per- 
mitted to be given by the plaintiff on trial of any such action, except 
of such injury as shall be stated on the notice hereby directed to be 
given.

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And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
to be appointed under this Act to prosecute, sue and be sued for or 
concerning any thing in relation to the execution of this Act, or any 
of the bye-laws, rules, orders and regulations to be made in pursuance 
thereof, in the name of the Secretary of the said Commissioners for 5 
the time being, and no action or suit in law or equity, or any prosecu- 
tion to be brought or commenced by or against the said Commissioners, 
or any of them, in the name of their Secretary for the time being, shall 
abate or be discontinued by the death or removal of such Secretary 
by the act of such Secretary, without the consent of the said Commis- 10 
sioners ; but the Secretary of the said Commissioners for the time 
being shall always be deemed the plaintiff, prosecutor, in forma, 
appellant, defendant or respondent in any such action, suit or prosecu- 
tion, as the case may be. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed by 15 
any Act to be preferred in the present Session of Parliament. 
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
